 1. All Bids shall be submitted via Reverse Auction at www.neshobacounty.net/bids from 

8:00 a.m. until 1:30 p.m. local time on Monday, April 18, 2022.  The page is available under Quick Links 

with the heading of Electronic Bidding / Reverse Auction on the left side of the county website at 

www.neshobacounty.net.     

 2. If a vendor does not have access to the internet to participate in said Reverse Auction, 

bids may be submitted from the Neshoba County Board of Supervisors Office at 401 Beacon Street, Suite 

201, Philadelphia, Mississippi 39350 between 8:00 a.m and 1:30 p.m. on the day of the reverse auction.   

 3. No bid may be withdrawn for a period of thirty (30) days.  By submitting a bid you 

acknowledge compliance with the specifications provided.   

 4. The vendor shall submit a proposal / bid for said limestone and hauling and delivery 

services via PDF format in per ton lump sum price, which shall be utilized by the County to determine 

compliance with the specifications and assist in making the determination of the best and lowest bid.  

The County reserves the right to accept the bid deemed best and lowest for the County.  The County will 

be the final authority in determining compliance with the specifications.  Questions concerning the 

specifications may be submitted to purchaseclerk@neshobacounty.net.   

 5. The vendor shall furnish and/or deliver the Aggregate # 7 limestone, in coordination with 

and at the direction of Neshoba County Road Manager Eddie Posey, in the approximate quantity, to be 

picked up at the vendor’s plant or with delivery to the Neshoba County Unit Facility Building, 11901 

Highway 15 North, Philadelphia, Mississippi 39350, at the option of Neshoba County, in support of State 

Aid Project SAP-50(14)S.
